Our apostles of gloom, for instance, 
a feet an extraordinary ibdiference 
to the individual wealth which is 
represented in insurance policies 
held by Canadians when they take 
the public platform or use the news¬ 
papers to tell the world that this 
country is headed for economic sui¬ 
cide. We are constantly being re¬ 
minded of the important part which 
this form of thrift is playing and 
will continue to play in maintaining 
the stability of our economic fabric. 

At yesterday’s session of the 
convention of the Life Underwrit¬ 
ers’ Educational Convention in this 
city an mlereated audience of in¬ 
surance men and others-not con¬ 
nected with the business was in¬ 
formed that in 1914 there were 
1.637,000 life insurance policy 
holders in Canada compared with 

4.442.000 in 1923. In other 

words this is to say that about half 
the population of Canada are pre¬ 
paring for "a rainy day” and old 
age on their own account.

I F ANY POLITICAL PROG- 

nosticator in Britain seven 
years ago had prophesied that Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald would now be 
an ex-Pnme Minister and Mr. 
Philip Snowden an ea-Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, he would have 
been laughed at and considered a 
fit subject for mental examination. 
Yet Mr. MacDonald has held with 
considerable distinction the highest 
office within the gift of the people 
of Great Britain, and Mr. Snow¬ 
den’s name has been added to the 
long list of distinguished statesmen I 
who have guarded Britain's treas¬ 
ury down through the centuries. 

If any political prognosticator in 
France less than four years ago had 
prophesied that M. Joseph Caillaux 
would be tendered the office of 
French Minister of Finance in 1923. 
he would also have been considered 
fair game for ridkule. Yet M. 
Caillaux hat returned from his 
banshment to his native land and 
he is sitting to-day in the seats 
of the political mighty. 

Mr. MacDonald and Mr. Snow¬ 
den were dubbed by a section of , 
the press in Britain as "Ramsay 
von MacDonaldbacher” and "Philip 
von Schnowdeutein” respectively 
because they opposed Britain's entry* 
into the war. Both suffered actual 
physical pain and discomfort for 
thmr views. M. Caillaux was con¬ 
victed of treason and escaped .the 
bring squad by a narrow aaargm-. 
Loss oi civil rights and banishment 
for ten years was his punishment. 

The complete rehabilitation of 
these men constitutes a lesson in 
tolerance. The return of CaillaOx 
is obnoxious to his opp o nents; but 
there should be extracted from 
his repatriation a deeper significance 
than that which is concerned with 
political motive. Not until the na¬ 
tions of the world borrow more of 
the spirit which ordinary people 
manifest when their judgment is ap¬ 
pealed to will them be universal

This is highly important 
from a scientific point of view for 
the reason that she had been prac¬ 
tically rebuilt for the sole purpose 
of experiment—the ultimate object 
being the embodiment of new ideas 
in the larger types of lighter-than- 
air machines which are now under 
consideration by the British Air 
Ministry. 

Not the least interesting record 
to which the exploit of the R-33 
will give permanence is the fact that

NORMAL COURSE OF 
VACCINATION 


For three or four day* no senaa- 
tlon except alight itching. Then « 
email red area form*, in the centre 
of which a spot like a bllater appears, 
with some tenderness and redness 
about the vaccination area. At this 
time there may also be some tender¬ 
ness or soreness in the armpit and 
a slight feeling of Illness. 

There la usually some onstng of 
>ellowish material. The blister grad¬ 
ually dries up and a thick scab forma 
The redness and tenderness gradually 
subside, and after two or more weeks 
the scab falls off. leaving a pitied 
scar. 

In a- few cases the vaccination 
takes a somewhat severer course, 
causing more pain and discomfort 
then usual and some fever. 

If in any doubt consult the physl- , 
clan who vaccinated you 


AFTER CARE OF VACCINATION 

I Inasmuch as secondary infection 
is responsible for a great many sore 
arms following vaccination, a few 
words on the after care may help 
' to prevent discomfort to those who 
have been vaccinated. 

A dressing of clean sterile gauss 
or cheesecloth may be fastened to the 
undergarment to cover the vaccin¬ 
ation spot, or the above dressing 
may be held in place with two strips 
of adhesive plaster, one across the 
top and another arroes the bottom 
of the dressing. These should go 
only part way around the arm. or If 
all the way. care should he taken 
| that It is loose enough not to cause 
lonatrictlon of the arm. U the 
dressing hegome* soiled It should 
be removed and the wound washed 
with warm sterile water, or salt 
solution, and a clean dressing ap- 
LjpttNL"’ 

Avoid scratching the vaccination 
or disturbing the scab.

Ottawa. April 17.—George W. 
Kyto. liberal, ('ape Breton South

Premier King replied 
that It eras understood th* Aus¬ 
tralian tariff would be changed in 
certain particulars and the pending 
trade agreement might necessitate 
similar changes In tha Canadian 
tariff. He believed action had al¬ 
ready been taken by the Australian 
Government along this line, but In 
('anada the matter was ettll one for 
negotiation Until these negotiations 
were complete it could not be said 
the trade agreement was completed. 


Expetted Announcement Not 
Forthcoming After Con¬ 
ference in Ottawa 

Associated Boards of Trade 
of District Pass Resolutions 
on Subject 

Ottawa, April 17— Agreement be¬ 
tween the heads of the two Canadian 
railways on a route for the proposed 
Peace River railway apparently has 
not been reached. After a two-hour 
cofieultation yesterday with Nir 
Henry Thornton. E. W. Beatty and 
Oram Hell. Hon. O. P. Oraham, Min¬ 
ister of Railway, stated he had 
nothing definite to give out. 

Three months ago the heads of th*4 
14 railways were asked to confer 
with each other and see If some 
agreement could not be reached as 
to ways and means of constructing 
the proposed railroad to the Peace 
dlotrlct. When it was announced 
the railway executives were to meet 
the Minister of Railways yesterdi-y. 
hop# wsa revided among the inter¬ 
ested parties that some agreement 
had been reached and that a sound 
proposal would be submitted so that 
work on that road might be pro¬ 
ceeded with. To-dny considerable dis¬ 
appointment Is being expressed. Ad¬ 
vocates of the line are beginning toj 
fear nothing definite will Tie ar?fve3 r 
at In time for a parliamentary vote 
of money to permit of construction 
being- begun this year. 

There Is pretty sure to be further 
talk In th* House on the subject. 

Edmonton. April 17.—The Associ¬ 
ated Boards of Trade of the Peace 
River district, representing the north 
side of th* Peace, discuss ed railway 
development of the area at a mass 
meeting last night and afterwards 
sent a resolution to Premier Green¬ 
field calling upon the Gov^himent of 
the Province of Alberta "to make Im¬ 
mediate arrangements to have the 
C.P.R. acquire the Kdmorton. Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia and 
Central Canada Railway lines with 
the object of securing final disposi¬ 
tion and control of those northern 
lines and of obtaining for the Peace 
River people the advantages of a 
one-line freight and passenger tariff 
on all Incoming and outgoing traffic, 
and that such arrangements shall 
provide for pledget and safeguards 
as to a definite programme of con¬ 
tinued construction. toward an out¬ 
let on th* Pacific Coast.”
